A young man, not stating hls neme, appeared before the Council for a City
permit to stencil house numbers on the curbs., He was informed this was to be
token up direct with the property owners, and that the City dld not issue permits
for this type of wrk,

MR. CARL HARDIN, JR., appeared before the Council regarding & tract of land
to be selected for POLIO, INC,, as they did not want to place Polio, Incorporated
in any section where it was bitterly opposed, but did ask that some other tract
of land for ite locatlon be considered., The Councll stated it would try to
find a suitable place and have something definite by the following meeting of
the Council on Auguei 25, 19 9.

MRS, G. J. PALMER and HOMER RILEY appeared before the Council with a petition
signed by approximately 115 citizens, and reading as follows:

"We, the undersigned residents of Auatin, with homes located elong
the banks of or near the open drainage ditch which heads neasr Camp
Mabry end meenders in a southerly direction along the west side of
the Misgoulri Pacific Railroad righi-of-way respectfully represent:
to the Council, that such drainage ditch, dry c¢reek or open sewer
has become a nuisance, and a menace to the health of our community,

"The ditch does not drein properly end serves as a breeding place for
mosquitoes and insects to such an extent as to serbously endanger the
health of those who live near by.

"During many months of the year this open sewer or ditch contains
numerons pools of green, stagnant snd contaminated water or sewersge.

"We would further call your attention to the fact that many small
children are accustomed to playing in and around this ditch and are
exposed to the hermful effects of the scum and filth conteined therein.

We respectfully request that the City Council take steps either to
rock in this ditch or to encase it as a storm sewer, and properly
grade 1% 8o that sewerage and stagnant water may not collect in same!

After quite a discussion, it was brought out that all of this was on private
property, and the City could not go in there without easements. The City was
trying to work out something in that area at a nearby location, but was unable to
obtain easements., The City Manager stated this was on privately-owned property,
and no city in the world could hawe enough money to put these creeks under ground

but it might be that the City, in view of the fact this covered & large area of ¢ - _::

drainage, might be able to finance & pert of the correction, but not all of it;
that the property owners would have to pay a part. 1t was decided that several
estimates be drawn on different weys this might be corrected and see if the
property owners, Engineering Department and City could work something out.

{(2) 49" x6' x 7' gas regulator pit in BAST 3187 STREET, the
centerline of the 9-foot axis to be 17 feet east of the east line
of Bagt Avenue, snd the centerline of the 6~foot axis to be 5.5
feet north of the south line of EBAST 31ST STRERT.

(3) A9 x6' x 7' gas regulator pit in BAWTHORN STREET, the
centerline of the 9-foot axis to be 10.% feet east of the east
line of East Avenue and the centerline of the 6-foot axis to be
10 feet north of the south line of Hawthorn Street,

The Southern Union Gas Compeny is hereby put upon notice that the City of
Austin does not guarantee thet the space assigned sbove is cleer from other un-

derground utilities, but is based upon the best records we have at hand, and that
the minimoum depth stated does not have any reference to the fact that greater
depths may not be required at special pointe. When the Southern Union Gas Compan
requires definite information upon the ground as to elevatione or working pointe
from which to base the location of their assignments, they shall apply to the
Department of Public Worke not lees than three (3) days before such information
is required, The Southern Union Gag Company is further put upon notice that they
will be required to dbear the expense of repairs or replacement of sny underground
utility demaged during the construction of lires named in this resolution.

ARD THAT whenever pavement is out in the vicinity of a fire plug, water msy
be used at intervals during the course of back filling of the ditches.

THAT the work and laying of said gas mains, including the execavation in the
streets, and the restoration and melntensnce of said streets after said mains
have been laid shall be under the supervision end direction of the City Manager,
and under all the pertinent terms and conditions of the certain franchises grante
to said company by the City of Austin,
